ODDS AND ENDS - 


Narragansett Park 


EW ENGLAND'S sport is drawing the larg- 

est gatherings anywhere on the continent. 
Crowds of 35,000, paid, are the rule rather than 
the exception on stakes days at Walter E. 
O’Hara’s new $1,300,000 Narragansett Park. The 
totalizator turnover averaged a bit over $300,000 
through the first week, with so good a judge as 
Morty Mahony predicting that figure will be 
topped by the end of the twenty-ninth day. The 
management will not be long recovering its in- 
vestment, receiving over $100,000 from the tote 
alone in the first six days, the State getting 
$64,000, with a 31% per cent slice for the same 
period. The Union’s smallest commonwealth 
should realize upward of $600,000 from the two 
1934 meetings at the track on the Seekonk, and 
that’s not hay even to Legislators, a gentry ac- 
customed to staggering figures. Saratoga horse- 
men like those $5,000 and $7,500 added stakes at 
the Narragansett oval and there are plenty of 
commuters, the New England stakes drawing 
fields as attractive as those at the resort town, 
if not more so.

Pick-Up 

AVALCADE, if he’s the stayer most folks be- 

lieve, should experience little difficulty add- 
ing the Saratoga Cup to his imposing 1934 score, 
with Peace Chance and Equipoise out of his path. 
Either is a better proven stayer. The Saratoga 
and Jockey Club Gold Cups are intended route 
tests, but frequently are little more than walk- 
overs for a standout. More real stamina is re- 
quired to win at 10 furlongs in America. Fields 
are larger and a horse must run all the way, or 
considerably farther than in the longer cups. 
Yet the latter events are deemed the severest 
tests by many breeders and the majority of so- 
called experts. 


Improvement 


OUSTABOUT, 3-year-old son of *Chicle and 
the good producer Traffic, from the strong C. 
V. Whitney barn, is the best of the handicappers 
seen in New England to date of this year, as evi- 
denced by the results of the New Hampshire and 
Roger Williams Handicaps. The bay colt turned 
in the best effort of his career in whipping Black 
Buddy, Hadagal, Dark Secret, Teralice and other 
top-notchers in the last-named stakes, at Narra- 
gansett Park. Many believe the Brookdale 
youngster would give such as Cavalcade and Dis- 
covery a stiff argument in his present improved 
form. He may get that opportunity before many 
weeks.

Graded Purses 


IMLICO, first of the Maryland ovals to install 

the tote, is pioneering in another direction 
with its coming November meeting, when it will 
offer $600 purses. There’ll be an-increase of $500 
daily in the gross disbursement, as Old Rosebud 
understands it, but the purse values are graded 
to be more in keeping with the worth of the en- 
trant. This is a move long advocated by Frank J. 


Bryan, a member of the official family. The Hill- 
top track last year led all others in average 
“handle” with one approximating $315,000, at the 
same time being among the most heavily taxed.

New York 

HERE are two New York ovals offering con- 

tests among the nation’s top Thoroughbreds, 
Saratoga and Belmont Park. The racing com- 
mission in that State could perhaps induce Ja- 
maica, Aqueduct and Empire City to fall in line 
with disbursements sufficient to halt the trek to 
Chicago and New England. Saratoga, with its 
guaranteed stakes, is feeling the conflict with 
Narragansett Park. There are plenty of New 
Yorkers, as well as New York horses, in Rhode 
Island these days, while Saratoga’s meeting has 
not brought the gate receipts anticipated. Ja- 
maica and Aqueduct, it is understood, will up 
their stakes in 1935, though the latter track is at 
present busy with a mortgage. The $2 admission, 
a drop from $3.85 a couple of seasons back, 
should prove another step in the right direction. 
Each succeeding cut in New York admissions has 
produced crowds warranting the change.

Bait for Equipoise 


QUIPOISE is being paged by Walter O’Hara 
for the $7,500 added, mile and _ three-six- 
teenths Rhode Island Handicap, closing day, Sep- 
tember 3, at Narragansett Park, also for an open 
race designed to produce a meeting of that cham- 
pion and the current 3-year-old leader, Cavalcade, 
at the October meeting. Some difficulty has been 
encountered inducing Trainer Robert A. Smith to 
pit the youngster against the 6-year-old, even at 
weight-for-age. Equipoise can be ready for such 
a race by Labor Day and he will find few chances 
at $7,500 anywhere the remainder of the season. 
The Whitney horse would pack ’em in with his 
initial New England appearance.

Jockeys 
D. MIKEL, halterman extraordinaire, is de- 
e veloping a smart race-rider in Apprentice 
Tommy King at Narragansett Park. Though 
beaten by Ed McCuan’s pupil, ‘““Hank”’ Hughes, at 
Rockingham Park, he is giving that lad a stout 
tussle for the riding honors in Rhode Island. The 
reticent King is fast gaining proficiency in every 
department of horsemanship. Hughes fits a horse 
well and is a clever hand in tight finishes. M. 
Peters, Baroni booter, is more on the whoop-te- 
doo, “washing the dishes” order. Silvio Coucci, 
however, made all seem novices in his single 
afternoon’s work here to date. The Greentree 
pilot comes mighty close to being America’s most 
skilled rider, reminding old timers of Tod Sloan. 
He’s equally at home on front and stretch run- 
ners, getting a surprising amount of run out of 
horses. That was the case with St. Kitts here.

Hurryoff, Joseph E. Widener’s 1933 Belmont 
Stakes winner, has been presented to the Re- 
mount Service and the Breeding Bureau of The 
Jockey Club, and will be shipped to Geneseo,

EDITORIAL NOTES - 


At Saratoga 

E arrived at Saratoga Springs early in the 

morning of August 8, having made the trip 
from Lexington with Hal Price Headley, master 
of Beaumont Farm, who imparted the informa- 
tion that one of the subjects to be discussed at 
the forthcoming meeting of the American Thor- 
oughbred Breeders Association at the Spa, on 
the 23rd, will be a proposal to do away with 
claiming races altogether and substitute there- 
tor classified events and graded handicaps. He 
showed us a draft of a proposal which he stated 
will be worked over by members of the associa- 
tion after conference on the subject prior to the 
meeting. 


Major Louie A. Beard, secretary-treasurer of 
the Association, a day or so later said that the 
proposal would be taken up during this week for 
preliminary discussion by several of the mem- 
bers who are here for the races and the sales. 
Mr. Headley returned to Lexington Saturday 
after seeing the races, but will be back in time 
for the breeders’ meeting. He said he had dis- 
cussed the subject with Racing Secretary John B. 
Campbell at Narragansett Park on Friday of last 
week, and was pleased to report that Mr. Camp- 
bell had stated his willingness to co-operate in 
the plan to revise the racing scheme and that 
Mr. Campbell had further said it would not be 
difficult to accomplish if the leading stables would 
support it, and he had no doubt they would. 

There is intense interest in the claiming race 
question at Saratoga; more intense, we think, 
than perhaps anywhere else. Everywhere one 
hears it discussed. All seem to recognize that 
claiming has come to be a racket that must be 
dispensed with. It has killed the market for 
developed horses, and it is harmful to the market 
for yearlings. We find many of the solid people 
in racing in favor of classification and of graded 
handicaps. This, of course, is quite gratifying, 
since THE BLOOD-HORSE has been foremost in ad- 
vocacy of the change from claiming races. 

The racing here is showing improvement over 
that of former years in the matter of contests, as 
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well as in attendance and revenue for the asso- 
ciation. Cash betting is enjoyed by the people as 
well as by the bookmakers, few of whom, how- 
ever, are admitting winnings. The majority say 
they are losing. However that may be, the bet- 
ting appears to be quite brisk. We have asked 
a number of persons who should know why the 
bookmakers and their clerks are required to sit 
on stools, the crews in clusters under the betting 
shed, but none appear to be able to say. We 
know that it would be much better for the public 
and the layers if the crews were seated in com- 
fortable stands arranged in orderly alignment. 
Then again it would make for speed and comfort 
if the slates were larger and the chalked figures 
more distinct and visible at greater distance. 


We note, too, that women are not permitted to 
enter the betting ring, as they are on pari-mutuel 
tracks. Women are not pleased with this re- 
striction. They say they have the right to visit 
all other points on the grounds. When they begin 
to loudly voice their displeasure at not being able 
to make their own wagers they probably will 
secure a change in the rule. Speaking of the 
rights of women, Mary Hirsch last week was at 
Saratoga handed a license to train in Michigan. 
Clarence E. Lehr, General Manager at Detroit 
Fair Grounds, brought it to her. Illinois had 
previously granted her a license. People at Sara- 
toga are saying this accomplished young trainer 
should have a license in New York, her home 
state, and the expectation is that she may not be 
long in receiving it. 


Col E. R. Bradley is having a big run of racing 
success at the Spa and a multitude of friends 
daily have had occasion to congratulate him. He 
made no mistake in ordering both divisions of 
his stable to Saratoga. Boxthorn further im- 
pressed the public by taking the Saratoga Special 
in convincing fashion. He looks now to be more 
than a prospect for the Futurity and in the offing 
his connections doubtless have visions of another 
triumph in the Kentucky Derby. 


We now know we made no mistake in not at- 
tempting to forecast the general average for 
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yearlings selling at Saratoga. The results of the 
first three evenings (all of the sales as this is 
written) seem to disclose a paucity of money in 
the possession of persons who were good patrons 
in other years. Perusal of the summaries in this 
issue of THE BLOOD-HORSE will disclose that the 
top of the season thus far is the Melodia colt 
from A. B. Hancock’s consignment, bought by 
Trainer Bob Smith for Brookmeade Stable after 
a tilt by hundreds with Harry Giddings, bidding 
for R. S. McLaughlin, of Toronto. It was the ex- 
pectation of numerous good judges prior to the 
sale that this magnificent animal would bring 
from $12,000 to $15,000, and to see him go for 
$8,500 was something of a shock. It was the 
same with the *Bull Dog colt in the Swingalong 
Stud consignment. Good judges thought he 
would fetch more than twice the $2,600 paid for 
him by Milky Way Farms. E. J. Tranter and 
John W. Bain are having no easy task getting 
bids when the prices rise above $2,500. It is 
fortunate for the breeders that new buyers have 
appeared, otherwise the sales, thus far fairly 
successful, would have been a flop. 


The breeders generally appear to be satisfied 
with their takings. This is particularly true of 
the second night sale. A. B. Hancock’s average 
to the third night was $1,770, which is to say $62 
less than his average last year, but he is uncom- 
plaining. The public apparently did not want his 
Gallant Foxes, Brown Buds and Sun Edwins as 
much as he thought they might. They are not 
in the fashion at the moment, and that, we think, 
answers the question, for the animals were good 
individuals and had fine ring presence in the 
greater number of instances. 

Earl Smith, head of the Running W Ranch, 
who came from Texas to buy a few for racing in 
the West, had offered to bet $1,000 that the 
Melodia colt would bring $10,000 up, with no 
takers, and W. S. Threlkeld, of Pleasureville, Ky., 
had offered Mr. Hancock $5,000 for half interest 
as the colt entered the ring. After the sale they 
were both much puzzled, but on Saturday Mr. 
Smith said: “I thought the matter over last night, 
and I am now of the opinion that the administra- 
tion at Washington has the country in such shape 
that the people are addled and timid when it 
comes to money.” Mr. Threlkeld, who is a 
banker as well as a farmer and breeder, said: 
“Washington has imposed changes so that what 
was $1,000 last year is $600 this year, and I 
hadn’t thought of that when I offered Mr. Han- 
cock $5,000 for a half-interest in his colt.” 

At Saratoga we find confirmation of our re- 
marks of last week concerning the New Deal. 
Good minds here say it isn’t working, but they 
recognize the strength of the President with the 
masses of the people and they wonder if the 
radical element will be able to influence him fur- 
ther to the left. We hope not.

ENGLAND'S BIG BETS 

Generally speaking, since the war there has not 
been so much betting as formerly, or, rather, I 
should say, there are but few present-day gam- 
blers. The big backers can be counted on the 
fingers of one hand. 

Writing of big bets, I saw some fairly tall wag- 
ering at Liverpool last week. One owner had 
£2,000 invested on the last race of the meeting. 

The most money I have ever seen laid out in 
one hand was on Phalaris on the July course at 
Newmarket, when the late Lord Wilton laid 
£6,000 to £400 on, and won his money. 

The above wager was made with the late Joe 
Pickersgill. Mr. W. Mills, who still represents 
the Leeds firm, was recently telling me that the 
biggest bet he ever saw made was £11,000 to 
£10,000, which his late governor laid against 
Polymelus for the Cambridgeshire of 1906. 

Ten or 12 years ago the Indian sportsman, Mr. 
Galstaun, was betting heavily, and it is recorded 
that he once had £14,000 on a horse at Goodwood.

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SARATOGA SALES 


HE Fasig-Tipton Company’s annual yearling 

sales began at Saratoga Springs on the eve- 
ning of Wednesday, August 8, and by the time 
THE BLoOD-HORSE went to press this week there 
were available the results of four evenings of the 
auctions conducted by E. J. Tranter, head of the 
sales company. The totals for these four nights 
are: 187 yearlings sold for $221,200, average 
$1,182.89. The average, perhaps the most depend- 
able key to the state of the market, represents 
an increase of 20.9 per cent over the average for 
a corresponding portion of last year’s sales, and 
an increase of 5.3 per cent over the average for 
the entire Saratoga season of 1933. Last year 
there were sold by the Fasig-Tipton Company 
and C. J. Fitz Gerald a total of 416 yearlings for 
$471,425, average $1,133.23. How the sales to 
date compare with those of a corresponding part 
of last year’s auctions is indicated in the follow- 
ing tabulation:

Generally speaking, the sales appear to have 
been quite satisfactory. With the notable excep- 
tion of Arthur B. Hancock’s offerings, virtually 
all the consignments where comparisons are pos- 
sible show increases over the 1933 averages. Mr. 
Hancock, whose sale is perhaps:the most impor- 
tant offering of the entire vendue, obtained an 
average 8.8 per cent lower than he received last 
year (when his sale was better than the general 
market), the difference being principally ac- 
counted for by the fact that his best *Sir Galla- 
had III colts did not reach the top prices of last 
year’s sale. At that, the master of Claiborne and 
Ellerslie has obtained the lion’s share of the 
higher prices. Only four yearlings have reached 
$5,000 in the bidding this year, and all of them 
were in his consignment. 


Thus far in the sales, two generalizations ap- 
pear to have developed. First, the top prices are 
lower and the bottom prices higher. Partly re- 
sponsible for this condition is the fact that some 
of the wealthier buyers, such as Warren Wright 
and the Sagamore Stable (now A. G. Vanderbilt), 
are not bidding this season, and some of the 
others, such at Mrs. Isabel Dodge Sloane and 
Norman W. Church, are not bidding to the ex- 
tent they have in recent years, though Mrs. 
Sloane has paid $8,500 for one colt, the top price 
of the sales to date. On the other hand, there 
appears to be a better market for the yearlings 
which may be accounted the lower grades. Of 
the 187 yearlings sold at Saratoga to date this 
year, 77, or 41.1 per cent, have brought as much 
as $1,000. Of the 416 yearlings sold last August, 
132, or 31.6 per cent, reached the $1,000 mark. 
In the $2,000 division, the comparison is 34, or 
18.1 per cent, in 1934, as against 70, or 16.8 per 
cent, last year. Last year there were 17 year- 
lings in the $5,000 class, this year, to date, there 
are only four. 


Second, the market for fillies is much better 
than last year, while colts are selling at an aver-

age actually less than last season. The follow- 
ing tabulation will show the trend:

Comparing the entire 1933 Saratoga sales re- 
sults with the returns of the current sales to 
date, it is seen that the average for colts is 6.8 
per cent less than last year, and that fillies are up 
no less than 42.2 per cent. The proportion of colts 
and fillies is very much the same as last year; in 
1933, colts constituted 60.8 per cent of the offer- 
ings, this year, 58.8 or cent. 


WEDNESDAY, AUGUST 8 


HE 45 yearlings which were disposed of on 
the first evening of the sales brought a total 
of $30,000, average $666.67. The largest consign- 
ment was that from Edward F. Simms’ Xalapa 
Farm at Paris, Ky., sold in the name of Kenneth 
Franzheim. The 13 head from this luxuriously 
equipped Thoroughbred nursery were disposed of 
for $11,200, average $861.54. Two fillies by 
Eternal were the only ones to reach $1,000 in 
the bidding. Mr. Franzheim, however, held a 
partnership interest with John B. Gorham in a 
bay colt (brother to Infinity) by Eternal out of 
Polly Pennant, by Pennant, which was knocked 
down to J. B. Boyle for $3,200, the high price of 
the evening. C. G. and T. G. Herring, brothers 
and partners in breeding, sold 11 head from their 
Heronford and Retirement studs at Bridgewater, 
Va., for a total of $6,850, average $622.73, ap- 
proximately 7.6 per cent better than the $578.75 
average which the same breeders received for 
their 12 offerings in 1933. A High Time colt 
topped this sale at a bid of $2,000. David M. 
Rust, Jr., master of Rock Ridge Farms in Vir- 
ginia, sold eight yearlings for $3,150, average 
$393.50, the top price being $1,100 for a Time 
Maker cult. A. L. Ferguson, of Georgetown, Ky., 
and his partners sold four head for $2,900, aver- 
age $725. Of the five Judge Hay colts catalogued 
for C. W. Hay’s Scotland Farm, Frankfort, Ky., 
two were passed out without bids, and the other 
three brought $600, average $200. L. F. Holton, 
whose farm is in Franklin County, Kentucky, 
so'd four yearlings for $1,800, average $450, and 
his kinsman Sandy Holton disposed of one for 
$300. Of the 45 head sold during the evening, 
nine were knocked down for as much as $1,000, 

only two for as much as $2,000. Summary:

jg second session of the sales was marked by 
a decidedly stronger tone than the first night. 
The 46 yearlings sold went for a total of $50,050, 
average $1,088.04. Each of the three largest con- 
signments of the evening averaged better than 
$1,000. Exeven head sold as a part of the dispersal 
of the Swingalong Stud of Harry S. Hart and his 
partners brought $13,550, average $1,231.73. This 
average represents a 121 per cent increase over 
the Swingalong average of $558.33 on 18 head 


sold last season. Two of the Swingalong colts 
sold for $2,600 each, the top prices of the eve- 
ning. A son of Broadway Jones out of High 
Foot’s dam, Belle Fair, was purchased by Town- 
send B. Martin, of Westbury, Long Island, for this 
sum, and Mrs. Frank C. Mars, widow of the 
founder of the Milky Way Farms, gave a similar 
figure for a colt by *Bull Dog. William Wood- 
ward’s Belair Stud put up 12 head and received 
for them $13,200, average $1,100. (Belair sold 
no yearlings last year.) Top price among these 
was $2,500, paid by Mrs. T. J. Lewis for a Toro 
colt called Torch Man. Lucas B. Combs offered 
six head from his Runner’s Rest farm, near Lex- 
ington, and realized $6,350, which was more than 
he collected for 11 head consigned last year. His 
average was $1,058.33, an increase of 145 per 
cent over last year’s $431.82 average. R. H. An- 
derson, of Georgetown, Ky., received $3,400, 
average $850, for four head. Other consignors 
had only one or two yearlings each. A partner- 
ship-owned *Epinard filly from the Belair Farm 
of the Hon. Leslie Combs at Lexington was sold 
to C. H. Knebelkamp for $2,500. Of the 46 head, 
21 drew bids as high as $1,000, eight reached

HE 51 yearlings which Arthur B. Hancock, 

master of Claiborne Stud in Kentucky and 
Ellerslie Stud in Virginia, sold on the evening of 
August 10 brought an aggregate of $90,275, aver- 
age $1,770.10. The Hancock auction is usually 
one of the high points of the entire sales and is 
looked upon generally as a key to the condition 
of the market. This year, as usual, the offerings 
included many of the best prospects available, 
but the prices paid for the top colts and fillies 
were, to many, surprisingly low. The highest 
price of the evening, and of the sales to date, was 
$8,500. Trainer Robert A. Smith, acting for Mrs. 
Isabel Dodge Sloane’s Brookmeade Stable, bid 
that figure for the *Sir Gallahad III—Melodia 
colt which THE BLOOD-HORSE (July 21, page 70) 
had indicated as the best of the group. Harry 
Giddings, who was the runner-up in the bidding 
on this splendid fellow, obtained for $7,000, the 
second highest price of the evening, a grand colt 
by Toro—Abbatissa. A colt by *Sir Gallahad 
IIlI—Hayai fell to Mrs. Frank C. Mars’ Milky 
Way Farms for $5,300. Another *Sir Gallahad 
III colt, out of Heloise (dam of Sgt. Byrne), went 
to Marshall Field for $5,100. 

The $1,770.10 average represented a decline of 
8.8 per cent from the $1,941.02 average which Mr. 
Hancock obtained for 39 yearlings sold at Sara- 
toga last August. However, in 1933 the Clai- 
borne and Ellerslie offerings ran well ahead of 
the general market, as they sold 42 per cent bet- 
ter than the $1,365.24 average which Mr. Hancock 


had obtained for 41 yearlings in 1932. Last year 
Mr. Hancock's top prices were $13,000, $10,000 
and $9,000. This year his best price did not reach 
the lowest of these figures. But on the other 
hand, he had 15 yearlings to reach $2,000 this 
year, as against eight in 1933; and 30 to reach

HE fourth night of the sales was marked by 
the offerings from Willis Sharpe Kilmer’s 
Court Manor in Virginia, by a number of year- 
lings consigned by Mr. Kilmer and his partners, 
and by several small consignments, mostly from 
Kentucky.

Farms. The bidding reached $4,200 before Jack 
Whyte, trainer for Mr. Kilmer, obtained the filly 
by *Sun Briar—Masked Dancer consigned by Mr. 
Kilmer and W. R. Coe. Mr. Coe’s Shoshone Stud 
has been a liberal consignor to the Saratoga sales 
for the past two seasons, but this year, owing to 
an epidemic which reduced the number of foals 
of 1933, there was only one Shoshone yearling 
offered. This one, a co]t bred on the order of 
Ladysman, Osculator and other good Pompey 
racers, was bought for $3,800 by the Llangollen 
Stable of Mr. and Mrs. John Hay Whitney. Five 
yearlings owned by the estate of Rodman 
Meacham brought a total of $2,650, average $530, 
as compared with an average of $333.33 on the 
nine head offered last year by Sominco Farms.

Mr. Coe has also issued instructions 
for the sale of Shoshone Stud, his 300-acre Thor- 
oughbred nursery a few miles from Lexington, 
and of his training quarters at Belmont Park and 
Saratoga Springs. 

The Coe dispersal will be the largest of its kind 
since the spring of 1931, when the studs of former 
Senator Johnson N. Camden, Col. Phil T. Chinn 
and Edward B. McLean were dispersed. Mr. 
Coe’s order places on the market one of the 
best accumulations of breeding stock in America, 
topped by the very successful young stallion 
Pompey, son of *Sun Briar and the noted mare 
Cleopatra, by Corcyra. Other stallions at Sho- 
shone are *Polymelian, Hustle On and Osculator, 
the latter one of the best sons of Pompey. In 


the racing stable the feature of the sale will be 
Ladysman, leading 2-year-old of 1932 and win- 
ner of the Suburban Handicap, beating Equipoise, 
this year. Ladysman is an excellent prospect as 
a stallion. Hustle On, purchased for $70,000 as 
a yearling, was prevented by training injuries 
from being raced. 

The retirement of Mr. Coe from the Turf marks 
the end of an association extending over 22 years. 
He first took an active interest in the sport in 
1912 in connection with the move to restore rac- 
ing to New York tracks. He turned his attention 
to breeding racers, and established a stud on his 
vast estate in Wyoming, but found that it was not 
feasible to raise high-class horses there and 
turned to Kentucky, where he purchased the Sho- 
shone Stud. There he has maintained a large and 
successful breeding establishment, and a few 
years ago his stable of horses in training was one 
of the largest in America. Among the most 
noted horses which carried his polka dot silks 
were Cleopatra and her son, Pompey, Pompey’s 
son Ladysman, and the grand race mare Black 
Maria.

SARATOGA 


HE end of the second week of racing at 

fashionable Saratoga found a crowd various- 
ly estimated between 12,000; and 15,000 assembled 
to witness the running of the three stakes events 
offered August 11. All three were more or less 
surprises. The odds-on *Amagansett was de- 
feated by *Irish Bullet in the Shillelah Steeple- 
chase. Col. E. R. Bradley, who was expected to 
send Black Helen or Balladier to post in the 
Saratoga Special, had Boxthorn saddled for the 
event, and the Blue Larkspur 2-year-old won at 
7 to 1. In the Merchants’ and Citizens’ Handicap 
the 5-year-old Faireno found another good race 
and upset form again. 

Attendance for the meeting has been good, a 
decided upturn having been noted at the begin- 
ning of the first week-end of the meeting. 
Wagering goes on apace also; though no figures 
are obtainable where the mutuel system is not 
used, Damon Runyon, writing for Universal 
Service, last Monday estimated that wagering 
would run close to $1,000,000 a day. 

Featured for the week ending August 18 are 
the $15,000 Alabama Stakes, for which E. R. 
Bradley’s Bazaar is heavily favored, to be run 
August 15, and the $20,000 Travers, a wide open 
race now that both Peace Chance and Cavalcade 
have been withdrawn. With High Quest also out 
of racing, National Anthem is the only Brook- 
meade hope for duplicating the triumph which 
Inlander brought to the stable last year. With- 
drawals of recent weeks have suddenly taken 
much of the class from the Travers field, the 
most prominent contenders now being C. V. 
Whitney’s Roustabout, Greentree’s Black Buddy, 
A. C. Schwartz’ Gay Monarch and Mrs. J. H. 
Whitney’s Singing Wood. 


SUPREME COURT’S DECISION 

For the second consecutive year the Saratoga 
Sales Stakes ($2,500 guaranteed, 2-year-olds, 5% 
furlongs) went to a Wise Counsellor 2-year-old 
when Miss Elizabeth J. West’s Supreme Court 
outgamed the Fair Fields Stable’s Polly Hundred 
in the stretch and held a neck margin at the 
finish. Supreme Court, bred at the late Howard 
Black’s Silver Lake Farm, near Frankfort, Ky., 
and sold for $2,000 at Sartaoga last year to Mrs. 
James M. Austin, mother of the colt’s present 
owner, was kept well up by Jockey H. Richards, 
raced the pace-making Gold Foam, a *Golden 
Broom youngster, into defeat, then outlasted the 
daughter of *Polymelian. Jockey Mattioli, who 
rode Polly Hundred, lodged a claim of foul 
against the winner, which had carried his mount 
wide in the stretch, but the stewards ruled 
the interference did not influence the result. A 
length and a half behind Polly Hundred, which 
went for $100 in last year’s sales and has al- 
ready earned $3,875 for her owner, came G. D. 
Widener’s $4,000 purchase, Rosebloom, a *Chicle 
filly which held a two-length lead over W. H. La 
Boyteaux’s Black Rose, a daughter of John P. 
Grier. Others were Bachelor Dinner, which was 
pinched at the start and knocked to his knees 
at the turn, Gold Foam, Gillie and Ted Husing. 
The race was at scale weights, the colts carrying 
122 pounds, fillies 119. The race was an open 
one, no entrant being quoted at less than 4% to 1. 
Supreme Court brought the second highest price 
for a Wise Counsellor yearling in 1933, the first 
being Grand Opera ($4,000), also purchased by 


Mrs. Austin’s Catawba stable. The latter, a colt 
out of Carmen, has started once, finished un- 
placed. Time, :2315, :47%5, 1:0645, track fast. 
Stakes division, $1,825, $400, $200.

Supreme Court, in four starts, has won once, 
finished third once, earned $2,125. Yermila won 
Hinata Stakes, and is dam of the winners High 
Prince, Mark Master, Yumuri and Oderic. Lady 
Alicia won four seasons, and also produced Yer- 
mak, winner of 28 races. Kenmore Queen won 
Hunter Stakes, produced the winners Obolus and 
Cutter, also dam of five winners. Supreme Court 
is the only American stakes winner from the No. 
36 family in the last eight years, at least. 


KIEVEX BEATS BAZAAR 


Under a well judged ride by Jockey W. D. 
Wright, W. Graham’s Kievex (110) took ad- 
vantage of a six-pound pull in the weights to 
defeat E. R. Bradley’s heavily favored Bazaar 
(116) in the thirty-second running of the Sar- 
anac Handicap ($5,000 guaranteed, 3-year-olds, 
1 mile) at Saratoga August 8. Since every rider 
realized that the Bradley miss was the one to 
beat, the race was a series of challenges for her 
lead. Jockey Don Meade at once drove his mount 
ahead of the fast-breaking Somebody (108), then 
beat off the successive charges of Only One (110) 
and Slapdash (112). Kievex, held back of these 
contests, came outside in the stretch and wore 
down the swerving leader in the last strides, 
winning by a head. Observant (112), from the 
stable of M. L. Schwartz, did not get into full 
stride until the last quarter, but easily passed the 
exhausted horses which had forced the pace, and 
took third position, a length and a half behind 
Bazaar, two lengths ahead of Slapdash. The 
race, which marked the first stakes victory for 
the *Kiev gelding, attracted only six starters. 
Time, :24, :47%, 1:12%5, 1:3715. Stakes division, 
$3,850, $700, $300.

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FIRST STAKES FOR MAINE CHANCE 


In 1932 Mrs. Elizabeth Nightingale Lewis (the 
source of whose wealth is the Elizabeth Arden 
cosmetics) paid one of the top prices at the 
Saratoga yearling sales for a chestnut colt by 
The Porter—Starella, giving $10,000 for the 
youngster. The colt, named Maine Chance for 
Mrs. Lewis’ estate in Maine, proved a disappoint- 
ing 2-year-old, winning only one race and $750. 
In 1934 Mrs. Lewis, who had been racing as 
Mrs. T. J. Lewis, adopted the new nom de course 
of Nightingale Stable, and sent the colt out under 
the red and blue of that establishment. In his 
first seven starts this year Maine Chance again 
disappointed, though out of the money only three 
times. In the Mohawk Claiming Stakes ($2,500 
guaranteed, 3-year-olds, 1 mile) at Saratoga 
August 10 the colt, which had run in claiming 
races as low as $3,000, made his eighth try and 
found winning form for the first time this year. 
He scored a length and one-half victory over W. 
Graham’s Open Range (111), which led Belair 
Stud Stable’s Vicar (111) by a slightly larger 
margin. Jockey Silvio Coucci rode the winner, 
held him close to the pace for six furlongs and 
moved up with a characteristic rush in the 
stretch. Maine Chance was drawing away at the 
finish. The winner was favorite at 17 to 10. 
Others were Carry Over (111), Red John (114), 
Anarchy (114) and Precursor (111). Time, :231;, 
1:12, 1:38, track fast.

Maine Chance, in 21 starts, has won two races, 
finished second three times, third six times, 
earned $3,195. After the race Mrs. Lewis found 
that the winner had been claimed by G. E. 
Phillips, for $4,500. This amount brought the 
total returns on the $10,000 yearling price to 
$7,695 over the two-year period in which the 
colt was in training. Starella was dam of Greenock 
(winner 17 races and $39,939, including Dearborn 
Stakes, Collinsville, Chicago Heights Handicaps, 
and sire), Port Star and Star Porter, all own 
brothers to Maine Chance, and of the producer 
Gulf Girl. Pamela won and produced also the 
winners Genie W., Fortune’s Favor (also dam of 
three winners), Eventide and Mel’s Choice. Mar- 
quise was a stakes winner of 32 races, and also 
produced the winner Henry Munro and the pro- 
ducer Mignon, dam of Rexall. She was _ half- 
sister to Moulin Rouge, The Rose and four other 
winners. 


*IRISH BULLET’S STEEPLECHASE 


F. A. Clark’s *Irish Bullet (147) quite ap- 
propriately took the thirty-first running of the 
Shillelah Steeplechase Stakes in handy fashion at 
Saratoga August 11, holding a four-length mar- 
gin over Rigan McKinney’s favored *Amagansett 
(139). Mrs. J. H. Whitney’s Poppyman (136), 
only other starter, made the pace over the fif- 
teenth jump, lost his rider at that point, was re- 
mounted and finished third. *Amagansett, after 
landing badly at two fences, was impeded by the 


riderless Poppyman at the sixteenth, and tired 
enough to let Jockey F. Bellhouse push the 
Seventy Five geiding past him after the last 
fence. Time, 4:12%4, track fast. Stakes division, 
$2,150, $600, $300.

BOXTHORN’S SARATOGA SPECIAL 


How completely the stable of Col. E. R. Bradley 
dominates the 2-year-old racing picture at Sara- 
toga was demonstrated August 11 when a sup- 
posedly second-string juvenile carried the three 
green hoops to a decisive stakes victory over six 
of the year’s most promising youngsters. With 
two unbeaten 2-year-olds, Black Helen and the 
United States Hotel Stakes winner Balladier, en- 
tered on the same subscription, the stable’s 
choice at first fell on Black Helen. Shortly before 
the running of the Saratoga Special Sweepstakes 
(owners’ sweepstakes, trophy added, 2-year-olds, 
six furlongs), the Black Toney filly developed a 
minor throat ailment. Unable to get Balladier 
ready in the short remaining time, Trainer Dick 
Thompson was left with Boxthorn, a son of Blue 
Larkspur, which won the event in 1928, to repre- 
sent the Idle Hour Farm owner. With Jockey 
Don Meade in the saddle Boxthorn followed the 
Greentree Stable’s Plat Eye and Brookmeade 
Stable’s Psychic Bid until the field had swung 
into the stretch. Psychic Bid cracked when Box- 
thorn charged on him, dropped back. Plat Eye, 
which stumbled entering the stretch, went game- 
ly under a drive by Silvio Coucci, but Boxthorn, 
running strongly on the outside, drew out to be 
in front at the finish. Plat Eye saved second 
place by a head from the good finish of C. V. 
Whitney’s Today, while the closing rush of 
Omaha, Gallant Fox colt, gave him fourth place. 
Behind him came Psychic Bid, St. Bernard and 
Bluebeard. All entries carried scale weight of 
122 pounds. A claim by Coucci that Boxthorn 
bore over on Plat Eye in the stretch was not al- 
lowed by the stewards. Time, :23, :47, 1:12%, 
track fast. The entire stakes, $6,750, goes to the 
winner, together with a cup.

Boxthorn, first stakes winner in his sire’s first 
crop of foals, has made four starts, winning two 
races, running second once, earning $7,650. 
*Doreid won in France at two, and is dam of the

FAIRENO WINS AGAIN 


The Belair Stud Stable’s Faireno (122), which 
has been racing with indifferent fortune this 
year, after being out in 1933 with tendon trouble, 
came to winning form for the second time this 
season in the thirty-second running of the Mer- 
chants’ and Citizens’ Handicap ($2,000 added, 
3-year-olds and upward, 1 3-16 miles) at Sara- 
toga August 11. The race attracted four start- 
ers, of which the Catawba Stable’s Mr. Khayyam 
(126) was 2 to 1 favorite. The Brookmeade 
Stable’s Caesars Ghost (115) set the pace into 
the stretch, then dropped back to third position. 
Mr. Khayyam was the victim of bad racing luck, 
being pinched back severely at the end of the 
first half-mile. Jockey H. Richards was forced to 
pull his mount up sharply, so that when the son 
of *Omar Khayyam settled again into his stride 
he was last by four lengths. At the end he was 
going fastest, taking second position from Cae- 
sars Ghost by a neck, but was unable to catch the 
son of Chatterton, which led by two lengths. 
Jockey T. Malley, despite his comfortable advan- 
tage, rode the winner out. Thursday (110), the 
only other entry, tired badly at the end. Time,

Belair Stud Stable’s Vicaress (115) in the seven- 
tenth running of the Schuylerville Stakes ($3,000 
guaranteed, 2-year-old fillies, 544 furlongs) at 
Saratoga August 9. Jockey Lee Humphries had 
Uppermost away fast and took an early lead, 
thus missing much of the crowding. C. V. 
Whitney’s Motto (125), winner of the Arlington 
Lassie Stakes, was bumped out of contention on 


the turn, and as the field swung into the stretch 
with Uppermost still leading comfortably, E. R. 
Bradley’s Bird Flower (112) swerved under pres- 
sure and carried the Greentree Stable’s Perad- 
venture (112) wide, just as the *Royal Minstrel 
filly seemed to be coming well. Meanwhile the 
Belair miss, a Flying Ebony—Valkyr filly, seek- 
ing the second victory in the event for her owner, 
who won with Flying Gal in 1929, charged on the 
leaders, passed the tiring Bird Flower and lacked 
cnly a neck of heading the winner.

Patrick Christian Barrie, alias Pat Christie, 
alias Pat Williams, etc., the most persistent 
manipulator of “ringers” in the recent history of 
American racing, fell into the hands of the law 
again Tuesday, August 14, when he was arrested 
at Saratoga Springs by ‘the Pinkertons.”’ He is 
now charged with ringing horses in Maryland, 
New York, Florida, California and Canada. His 
arrest marks the end of two years of work on 
the trail of the little Englishman who has been 
blatant in advertising his skill in disguising one 
horse to run as another. He first gained national 
publicity three years ago when he was accused 
of having arranged the successful substitution of 
the 3-year-old Aknahton for the 2-year-old Shem 
in a Havre de Grace race. 

Taken into custody along with Barrie was 
Ethel Patricia von Gerichton, alias Mrs. Brown- 
ing, alias Mrs. Barrie, his long-time associate. 


NEW HAMPSHIRE 


ROCKINGHAM PARK FALL STAKES 


EFLECTIONS of the successful season which 
Rockingham Park enjoyed in the early sum- 
mer appear in an announcement of the stakes 
program for the meeting which runs from Sep- 
tember 1 to October 6, made last week by 
Managing Director Lou Smith. Fourteen stakes 
events are offered, with added values ranging 
from $2,500 to $10,000. With the exception of 
the Labor Day Handicap, which has been in- 
creased from $5,000 added to $7,500 added, and 
the Juvenile Handicap, increased from $4,000 
added to $5,000 added, the stakes are entirely 
new.

Chinese Empress, recent stakes winner for the 
stable of Pike and Unna, went to post at Narra- 
gansett Park August 8 in the Gaspee Claiming 
Stakes ($2,500 added, 3-year-olds and upward, 
six furlongs) favorite at 3 to 2, but Sobieha 
(111), 55-year-old *Sir Gallahad III mare owned 
by Mrs. E. McCuan, raced to a new track record 
of 111%, and overhauled the Kai-Sang filly in 
the last 70 yards. Chinese Empress, a 3-year-old, 
under 98 pounds, went at once to the front, ex-

Over a heavy track, at a slightly longer distance, 
the advantage which Hadagal held, in comparison 
with the weights of the previous race, should 
have made a decisive difference, but Narragansett 
Park patrons overlooked the inequality in the 
weight shift and backed Roustabout into favorit- 
ism at slightly more than 3 to 2. The running of 
the race proved them—and the handicapper— 
wrong, for Hadagal, jumping at once into the 
lead under the guidance of Jockey Eddie Arcaro, 
made every post a winning one and finished gal- 
loping, six lengths in front of the Wheatley 
Stable’s Dark Secret (116), which had carried 
the same weight in the previous race and finished 
sixth. Roustabout was five lengths farther back 
in third place, two and one-half lengths ahead of 
E. R. Bradley’s Barn Swallow (116). The race 


was the first stakes victory in 1934 for the win- 
ner, which had shown much promise in winning 
the Champagne Stakes as a 2-year-old, and was 
considered a likely Derby prospect until an in- 


jured hock caused him to be withdrawn from 
the event.

TEXAS 


ALLRED VS. HUNTER 

FTER the run-off primary which left James 

V. Allred and Tom F. Hunter in the race for 
governor’s chair in Texas, Allred issued a state- 
ment advocating repeal of the race track betting 
law, asserted with Western thoroughness, “I am 
opposed to gambling in any form, legal, illegal or 
otherwise.” At the same time Allred demanded 
a statement of attitude on the issue from his op- 
ponent. Several days later Hunter made the fol- 
lowing statement, in which, it will be noted, he 
omitted specific reference to pari-mutuel wager- 
ing: 

The boy orator who is opposing me in this race has 
asked me to state my views with reference to race horse 
gambling. If Little Jimmie had “ up with my cam- 
paign he would have known that I long ago stated that 
I was personally and politically opposed to gambling in 
all forms. 

When I am elected governor, I shall proneee a new 
statute which will effectively outlaw bookmaking in all 
its forms, and what is more, I will see that the statute 
is enforced and all bookmakers driven from Texas. 

There are some features of the racing law that are 
desirable; but the constant gambling in connection 
with these races can not and will not be tolerated by 
me. I pledge myself and I guarantee to eliminate the 


vicious practices that have arisen in connection with 
this law. 


ARLINGTON DOWNS 

Announcement of officials for the fall meet- 
ing at Arlington Downs, at Fort Worth, 
Texas, beginning October 25 and ending Novem- 
ber 12 was announced recently by the Texas 
Jockey Club through Judge Joseph A. Murphy, 
director of racing. Charles J. McLennan is suc- 
ceeding Eugene W. Bury as racing secretary. 
The stewards will be Judge Murphy and Herman 
P. Conkling; John Carey, Charles F. Henry and 
S. S. Brown will act as placing judges; Charles 
Kenney and Frank Otis will be patrol judges. 
Other officials are Paddock Judge Max Murphy, 
Starter Roy Dickerson, Resident Manager Trav 
Daniel, Superintendent Frank Kelly and Mutuel 
Manager Des Dressen. Besides a number of over- 
night handicaps and allowance races, the stakes 
to be decided during the fall meeting include the 
$10,000 Waggoner Handicap and the Texas Fu- 
turity. The latter event, for Texas-bred stock, 
was worth only $820 to the winner last year, as 
its nominations were closed while wagering was 
still illegal in the Lone Star State. The Three D's 
Stock Farm Stable of W. T. Waggoner and Sons, 
also owners of the Arlington Downs track, fin- 
ished first, second and third in the 1933 renewal 
of the event. 
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DETROIT 


S racing in Detroit goes into the final week 

of the second of its three 40-day meetings, 
attendance seems to have been cut by the fact 
that the Motor City has broken long precedent 
and produced a winning American League base- 
ball team. On two days during the week ending 
August 11, crowds fell below 3,000 while Satur- 
day, with 10,000, did not furnish an unusually 
large attendance. Features of the week were the 
overnight International Apple Growers Associa- 
tion Handicap, which went to H. C. Rumage’s 
Out Count, son of Reigh Count—Anita Peabody, 
and the Grosse Isle Handicap, run August 11, 
and won by Charles T. Fisher’s Dixiana colt 
Debs Delight, which brought to the locally 
owned stable the first stakes victory it has 
achieved in its owner’s home city. 

What sports writers please to call inconsistent 
racing has appeared at the Detroit track in 
large proportion recently. Debs Delight, some- 
thing of an upset in the Grosse Isle Handicap, 
had been upset by Dancing Spirit earlier in the 
week. Bing Crosby got down at 27 to 1 on 
August 7, and Beckville, a 4-year-old, dropped out 
of the clouds August 10 at 122 to 1. Winners at 
10 to 1 have been common, and in general form 
players have been having troubles at the Michi- 
gan track. The current week closes with the 
Bloomfield Handicap, a mile and one-sixteenth 
event for 3-year-olds and up, for a purse of $2,500 
added. 

LEHR’S VISIT TO SARATOGA 

Clarence E. Lehr, general manager of the De- 
troit Racing Association was at Saratoga Springs 
last week to see the connections of Equipoise and 
Cavalcade relative to a possible meeting of the 
two horses in a special race next month at the 
Detroit Fair Grounds, and to ask Col. E. R. Brad- 
ley if he would be interested in sending Bazaar 
to Michigan for a meeting with Mata Hari. He 
found that Cavalcade had sustained a foot injury 
and that Equipoise’s engagements for the future 
are still in doubtful state. Colonel Bradley was 
not interested in Judge Murphy’s suggestion as 
to Mata Hari. So Mr. Lehr went home with 
thoughts of the possibility of other special at- 
tractions for the fall meeting at his plant. Mr. 
Lehr says the long season at Detroit is panning 
out better than numerous prognosticators expect- 
ed. “TI have never heard quite as many preposter- 
ous statements about anything as I have heard 
about our meeting,” said he. ‘We have found 
that the majority of those tales have originated 
in Canada. We are having fine co-operation from 
the merchants and other citizens of Detroit, and 
we are having the regular attendance of many 
elderly persons as well as middle-aged and young- 
er persons. Next year our season will not be so 
long. We are planning two meetings, one of 40 
days and the other of 30 days.” 


FIRST STAKES FOR DIXIANA 2-YEAR-OLD 

Although 2-year-old racing of 1933 found the 
Dixiana Stable prominent, Mata Hari romping 
away with the Arlington Lassie and Kentucky 
Jockey Club Stakes and the Breeders’ Futurity, 
and Far Star capturing the Arlington Futurity, 
the Charles T. Fisher establishment was unable 
to find a stakes-winning juvenile in this year’s 
crop until August 11, when Debs Delight (112) 
outlasted the Bomar Stable’s Billy Bee (109) to 


win the first running of the Grosse Isle Handicap 
($2,500 added, 2-year-olds, five and one-half fur- 
longs) at the Detroit Fair Grounds. With 13 
horses to start from a 12-horse gate, Starter Roy 
Dickerson placed Debs Delight on the outside, and 
when the field went away the *Epinard colt went 
at once to the front. Outrun in the first quarter 
and forced back at the turn, Debs Delight picked 
his way forward and was again in command at 
the half-mile point. Jockey George Woolf held 
him there to the finish, with Billy Bee a head 
back in second place. T. C. Geary’s Ramrod 
(117), always close up, tired in the last furlong 
but held on the third place, a half-length behind 
Billy Bee and a like margin in front of the Elm- 
tree Stable’s Slipup (113). Behind Slipup, in 
order, were Merry Go Round (105), Fast Stride 
(117), Wise Bessa (114), Phildia (120), Marv 
(104), Moonson (112), Flying Wood (103), Laird 
(116) and Chinatown (103). The Elmtree Sta- 
ble entry of Slipup and Fast Stride was favorite 
at less than 2 to 1, but could do nothing to justify 
the public’s confidence. The first two horses at 
the finish were Detroit-owned.

FILLY CHAMPIONSHIP RACE PROPOSED

Fisher’s Mata Hari as challenger. Judge Joseph 
A. Murphy, director of racing, has wired Col. 
E. R. Bradley, asking whether Bazaar might pick 
up the gage in a contest for $5,000 at one mile 
or a mile and one-sixteenth. Meanwhile Trainer 
Tom Young announced his willingness to send 
Fiji, winner of the Kentucky and Latonia Oaks 
and the Latonia Derby, against the Dixiana rep- 
resentative. Mata Hari indicated her readiness 
for the contest August 9 by stepping six furlongs 
in 1:1315, running in hand throughout. 


FIRE HAZARD AT DETROIT 


After Fire Chief Walter F. Israel had described 
conditions at the stables of the Detroit Fair 
Grounds as “the most serious fire hazard in the 
city,”’ Samuel T. Metzger, commissioner of agri- 
culture, and Charles E. Gauss, insurance commis-

sioner, recommended that the state appropriate 
$25,000 to install hydrants and water mains suit- 
able for fire department use, and substitute 12- 
foot gates for those now in service, which are 
said to be too small to permit entrance of fire 
trucks. The recommendation awaits approval of 
Governor Comstock and the State Administrative 
Board. 


SOBRANTE DISQUALIFIED 

Detroit’s new ruling allowing stewards to 
place a disqualified horse in whatever position 
they think he deserves, found its first application 
August 13, when Mose Lowenstein’s Sobrante, 
which bore over on the field through the stretch, 
was disqualified, placed third. First and second 
efter the disqualification were P. T. Chinn’s 
Chifally and B. J. Thuring’s Shady Past. Mah 
Grant, which newspapermen declared to have 
been the worst blocked by the winner, remained 
fourth. G. Smith, rider of Sobrante, was set down 
for five days. 


WASHINGTON 


LONGACRES 

ITH two-thirds of its scheduled 59 days of 

racing over, the. Longacres track continues 
to attract satisfactory crowds. More than 12,000 
attended Sunday, August 5, to see the running of 
the richest stake thus far offered at the Wash- 
ington track, the $1,500 added Seattle Handicap, 
a one-mile event for 3-year-olds and upward. 
The Meadowbrook Stable’s home-bred Bonny 
Grafton, winner of the Agua Caliente Speed Han- 
dicap earlier in the year, registered a mild sur- 
prise in this event, although, coupled in the bet- 
ting with Marceita, she paid only a light price 
in the mutuels. A secondary feature of the pro- 
gram was the Second Marathon Handicap, at 14 
furlongs, the second of a series of longer races 
which lead up to the two-mile Marathon Cham- 
pionship to be run at the end of the meeting. 
This event went to Mrs. Copenhaver’s Royal 
Julian, a 10-year-old son of *Royal II—Julia L., 
one-time winner of the two and one-fourth mile 
Latonia Cup. *Royal II was 1915 winner of the 
one and one-half mile Latonia Derby. Bantu 
(112) was installed favorite in this race but 
moved too late, and just failed to head the 
winner. 

Longacres passed the 1933 volume of wagering 
on Thursday, August 2, the thirty-first day of the 
meeting, when $1,484,959 had been through the 
mutuels. Poor weather during the early part of 
that week caused a slight drop in averages, but 
August 2, 3 and 4 saw an acceleration in this 
department. 


BONNY GRAFTON’S SEATTLE HANDICAP 


Don Grant’s Trombone (115), which a week 
earlier had set the track record for one mile, 
weakened in the drive in the Seattle Handicap 
($1,500 added, 3-year-olds and upward, one mile) 
at Longacres August 5, and the Meadowbrook 
Stable’s Bonny Grafton (105), after trailing the 
field for six furlongs, came with unusual speed 
in the stretch to pick up Mrs. A. E. Ryan’s Frisky 
Matron (115) just at the finish. A nose separated 
the leaders, with Trombone a length farther back. 
Apprentice Herb Simmons rode the winner, which 
was coupled in the wagering with Marceita 
(3-y-o, 115), and saved his mount enough to en- 
able her to run the last two furlongs in approxi- 


mately 2335 seconds, and make up about 13 
lengths on the pacemaker. Others were Listo 


(106), Marceita, Georgia Lily (91) and Hueu 
(98). Time, :23%, :47, 1:11%, 1:37%, track 
fast. Stakes division, $1,050, $400, $150, $50.

STAKES AT CONEY ISLAND 


HE first stakes to be offered at the Coney Is- 

land track under its present set-up were an- 
nounced August 9 by Business Manager William 
Halpin. William Dwyer, president of the Coney 
Island race track, had previously stated that he 
did not see how his organization could offer 
stakes or handicap events, though it is the usual 
policy of tracks under Dwyer management to 
offer stakes as features for important days. 
However, the management decided to offer 10 
handicaps, one for each Saturday of the meeting 
and one each for Labor Day and Columbus Day. 
Beside the stakes events, daily purses for the 
meeting, which opens August 31, will not fall 
below a minimum of $600. The stakes offerings, 
which show a singular lack of variety, are as 
follows:

On days when no stakes are to be de- 
cided, there will be four races daily with a value 
of $1,000 each, the other three to carry $800 
each. Mid-week features will be worth $1,500. 
The nine fixtures, aside from the Derby, will re- 
tain their added values of last season.

HAWTHORNE 


ORSES from-the stable of Col. E. R. Bradley, 

even though carrying the colors of another 
owner, carried a winning streak at Hawthorne 
through the week ending August 11, coincident 
with the sudden and unusual success of the Ken- 
tucky sportsman’s Saratoga campaign. On April 
27 of this year A. G. Tarn and W. C. Stroube pur- 
chased five horses from Colonel Bradley, among 
them Blessed Event and Bien Fait, the former, 
a gelding by *Happy Argo—*Soul Mate, already 
winner of the Jockey Club Handicap and the 
Joseph McLennan Memorial Handicap. With 
these two the Corsicana Stable has completely 
dominated the better events at the Illinois track. 
Bien Fait, a chestnut son of Bubbling Over 
*Bon Voyage, won the Berwyn Inaugural Handi- 
cap and the featured $2,000 handicaps of both 
Saturdays, the John C. Schank Memorial on 
August 4, and the Corrigan on August 11. Mean- 
while Blessed Event accounted for the Shoreland 
Purse, a $900 allowance feature of August 9. 
Only the Brookdale Purse, an allowance race for 
2-year-olds, escaped the Corsicana horses, this 
event going to Thomas Piatt’s Listening, a filly 
by Morse Code—Mirthful. 

Mest of the details for the coming five-week 
meeting at Lincoln Fields, opening Labor Day, 
have been worked out. Official announcement of 
purses, admission prices and officials has not 
been made, though Col. Matt J. Winn, president 
of the American Turf Association, expects to 
make them public soon. The purse schedule and 
handicap program have been submitted to the 
racing commission and must await the approval 
of that body before official announcement can be 
made. Colonel Winn expects most of the horses 
racing at Hawthorne to move to the Crete track, 
and reinforcements from Kentucky are looked 
for. 

WE DID IT, SAYS CORBETT 

Co'dstream Stud Stable’s Weedidit was first 
past the judges’ stand in the second race at Haw- 
thorne August 13, but stewards ruled that the 
*Pot au Feu gelding had impeded the Berman 
Stable’s Rickey Roo, disqualified the winner. 
Jockey Corbett admitted bumping Rickey Roo. 
was not suspended. Moved up into second and 
third place behind Rickey Roo were Bar Play, 
Sam Alexander. 


CLAIMING RULE CHANGED 

An amendment to the Illinois claiming rule, 
made August 7 by the Illinois Racing Commis- 
sion, provides that when a stable has been elimi- 
nated by having its last horse claimed, the owner 
may make claims at succeeding meetings for the 
remainder of the year without complying with 
the ruling which states that an owner must have 
horses at the track where he wishes to make 
claims. 
PURSE TAKEN FROM SNAPLOCK 

William Sachsenmaier’s Snaplock, carrying 
Jockey J. King, won as he pleased in the eighth 
race at Hawthorne August 6, was never in dan- 
ger after the first quarter-mile, led by 10 lengths 
at the finish. After the race, George Keeton, 
whose Try It finished second, protested that 
Snaplock did not carry proper weight. Haw- 
thorne stewards allowed the claim, awarded the 
winner’s share of the $800 purse to Try It. Cap- 
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tain Danger, Crowned Head and Interior took 
second, third and fourth money in the new order. 
Meanwhile, the mutuel pool paid on Snaplock, 
favorite at 2 to 1. 


LINCOLN FIELDS PAYS FEE 

Doubts concerning the opening of the track at 
Lincoln Fields were dissipated August 13 when 
officials of the track posted their ticket bond 
with the Illinois Racing Commission and paid 
$38,250, the remainder of their $45,000 license 
fee. The track will run 30 days, licensed at 
$1,500 a day. 


DOPE 


CANADA’S CONTROL. 

ANADIANS are quite properly proud of “the 

Mounties,” the Royal Northwest Mounted 
Police. No other North American police force 
has such a reputation for probity, efficiency and 
perseverance. For years its members have super- 
vised the pari-mutuels and other departments on 
race tracks of the Dominion as representatives of 
the public. In recent months they have gained 
new favor for the manner in which they have 
handled the problem of suppressing the stimula- 
tion of horses. Says Elmer W. Ferguson in the 
Montreal Herald: 


“There never has been, in the history of Montreal 
racing, such a complete absence of stimulating or 
‘doping’ horses, or even suggestions that such practices 
exist, es at the present time,”’ remarked a racing of- 
ficial at King’s Perk vesterday, and added: “This is a 
condition for which we must. in great part, give credit 
to the Mounties’’—meaning the operators of the Royal 
Northwest Mounted Police. 

The difference, as between the hysterical campaign 
which was waged in the United States against a vastly 
over-rated practice, and the fashion in which Canadian 
authorities combatted such evils of the kind as may 
have existed, has been typical. The American crusade 
was conducted with a great fanfare of trumpets. Spec- 
tacular raids, almost wholesale arrests, and a distinct 
tendency to carry the campaign to extremes that were 
ridiculous, marked the process in the United States. 

In Canada, it has been different, but quite as effective. 
Indeed, onlv officials of the tracks, some horsemen, and 
of course the operators themselves, are in a_ nosition 
to know how thoroughly, efficiently, but quietly, the 
men of the “Mounties” are doing the work of keeping 
horse “‘dopers’’ away, and of ferretting out even the 
slightest possibility that drugs may be secreted in the 
stables of the tracks of the circuit. 

As everyone in racing knows, ‘“‘doping” is vastly over- 
rated in its extent of operation. It was a practice in- 
dulged in bv a few unscrupulous trainers and owners, 
but not by the great body of racing men, who are too 
decent and think too much of their horses for practices 
of that sort. 

But for the other kind, the very presence of the 
Mounties is a deterring influence from evil-doing, par- 
ticularly as it is now well known that these quiet, 
business-like men, once they believe they have a clue, 
or once even a scant suspicion fastens on any owner. 
will think nothing of rippng down a stall in search of 
evidence. The very presence, in fact, of this silent, 
self-contained little bodv of men, who ceaselessly patrol 
the stabling areas at all race-tracks, and all of them 
narcofic experts, has been a deterring influence quite 
as powerful as raids or arrests. The shadow of their 
presence has. in fact, resulted in one owner selling out 
all of his stable at the present King’s Perk meeting, so 
closely was he followed. One or two trainers have left 
here, their nerves irked by the quiet but close scrutiny 
of the men of the Mounties. Others, who, in earlier 
other days might have been inclined to “touch up” one 
of their steeds, as the drugging phrase goes in racing 
parlance, have been so cowed by the presence of the 
men of the Mounties that they would no more think 
of having drugs about than they would think of carry- 
ing a rattlesnake. ... 

Four or five men of the force, frequently changed in 
personnel, continually remain about the stables. They 
are quiet, close-mouthed, competent-looking. They say 
little, talk to no outsiders. They chat among them- 
selves. But their very presence is a deterrent upon 
those who would break the laws, both criminal and 
racing, quite as efficient as saliva tests would be... .

CALIFORNIA 


RACING PLANS 


LANS for fall and winter racing in California 

show traces of the usual West Coast opti- 
mism. While the value of many of the important 
stakes in other sections has been cut, or at best 
increased cautiously, officials of California tracks 
are publicizing feature races of $25,000 and 
$100,000, designed to attract the best racing 
talent from the East, and some attempt has 
been made, by Dr. Charles Strub, of the Los 
Angeles Jockey Club, to attract such foreign 
stars as Lord Derby’s Hyperion to the Santa 
Anita oval. 

William F. Kyne, general manager of the track 
which is under construction at Bay Meadows, 
San Mateo, Calif., announced as early as July 12 
that the plant would be open on schedule. The 
fall meeting there, which opens October 27 and 
runs 43 days to December 15, has a list of ten 
stakes, topped by a $25,000 handicap, and has 
set a purse minimum of $700, for races having 
a claiming price of $1,000 and a $600 minimum 
for races with a claiming price of $800. For 
names of the stakes races Mr. Kyne is contem- 
plating reviving the old handicaps of the Emery- 
ville track across the bay, most noted of which 
was the Burns Handicap, last run in 1909. The 
San Mateo track, some seven miles southeast of 
the Tanforan oval, and only slightly farther from 
San Francisco, already has had requests for sta!l 
reservations for 150 horses, according to an an- 
nouncement of August 3. The policy of the track 
was rather puzzlingly announced by Kyne, who 
is, according to California papers, “‘anxious to 
get as many new horses from the East as pos- 
sible .. . but at the same time he desires to give 
California horses preference.’’ Rumors that the 
Bay Meadows course would not open were denied 
by Kyne recently, and the California sportsman, 
in the San Francisco Chronicle, offered to bet 
$5,000 that the track would open on schedule, 
$10,000 that the plant would be ready a week in 
advance of its opening date. The California 


Horse Racing Board, which receives weekly re- 
ports from the Kyne oval, has given approval 
both to the racing plant and to the financial 
setup. Entries for the $25,000 Bay Meadows han- 
dicap, run December 15, close November 17. 
Nomination fee is $50, $250 additional to start. 

Quite ambitious is the program announced re- 
cently by the Santa Anita track at Arcadia, a sub- 
urb of Los Angeles. A $100,000 event, in which 
Cavalcade and High Quest are already entered, 
is the most ambitious of the offerings, with a 
$25,000 Santa Anita Derby as a secondary attrac- 
tion. Many observers, because of publicity meth- 
ods of some West Coast tracks in the past, have 
been unconvinced regarding the authenticity of 
California’s somewhat glowing offerings, but 
definite announcement was made recently by the 
Arcadian track, which opens Christmas Day, 
runs through February 23. At the same time that 
it placed its approval on the financial soundness 
of the Bay Meadows track, the California Horse 
Racing Board also approved that of the Santa 
Anita track. H. J. McGuire, secretary of the com- 
mission, stated August 7 that satisfactory evi- 
dence had been presented to the board that Santa 
Anita would be able to pay its scheduled stakes, 
including the $100,000 handicap, regardless of the 
volume of pari-mutuel play. The stakes offered 
there are as follows:

Announcement that Tanforan and Bay Mead- 
ows would split both spring and fall dates in 
1935, instead of Tanforan’s taking the spring 
dates and Bay Meadows the fall, as previously 
intended, was also made August 4, when William 
P. Kyne made known his intention of filing for- 
mal request with the California Horse Racing 
Board for 25 days of racing next spring, the dates 
to follow the Santa Anita meeting. These dates 
indicate a conflict with Agua Caliente, which, 
if it runs, probably will open in March for 35 
days. No adjustment of this apparent conflict 
has yet been made. The Agua Caliente Handi- 
cap, if there is a meeting at the Lower Cali- 
fornia course, will again have $25,000 added. 

Already this year the State of California has 
received $258,348.08 in taxes from racing estab- 
lishments, from which the California State Fair 
will receive $100,000, educational institutions ap- 
proximately $75,000, employment relief a similar 
amount, with the balance going for expenses. 


STRUB AT SARATOGA 
Dr. Charles Strub, General Manager of the Los 
Angeles plant now being completed at Santa 
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Anita, Calif., is doing missionary work at Sara- 
toga Springs. He reports that he has had a 
splendid response from owners and that he is 
encouraged in the belief that California will have 
good horses from the East next winter. Asked 
if the peacocks Lucky Baldwin used to have at 
the ranch on which the new course is being built 
had propagated, Dr. Strub exclaimed: ‘Propa- 
gated! My, yes, plentifully. There are at least 
1,500 of them now; wild as any game birds, ex- 
cept when they see a horse. They are crazy 
about horses and will stick around them when- 
ever possible. They can fly fast and far. They 
are under game bird protection and feed off the 
nuts and berries.’”’ Someone suggested that after 
the race meeting there might not be so many of 
them. “Quite right,’”’ replied Dr. Strub. ‘They 
are good eating, and it does not take the stable- 
men long to find a way to get a fowl over the 
fire.” 


ADMIRAL DRAKE MAY INVADE 

Gwynn Wilson, assistant manager of the Los 
Angeles Turf Club, announced August 11 a possi- 
bility that Admiral Drake, winner of the French 
Grand Prix, might be shipped to California to 
run in the $100,000 added Santa Anita Handicap. 
H. A. Buck, in Europe as emissary for the Los 
Angeles organization, cabled Wilson recently that 
Leon Volterra, owner of the French racer, had 
promised to enter Admiral Drake in the handi- 
cap. Cavalcade, High Quest, Discovery, Gallant 
Sir, Riskulus and Equipoise are other horses 
which the Los Angeles club hopes to attract for 
the rich event. Admiral Drake, by Craig an 
Eran, is a half-brother to *Sir Gallahad III and 
*Bull Dog. 


CAVALCADE MAY GO WEST 

Cavalcade and High Quest, top 3-year-olds of 
the Brookmeade Stable, have been entered for the 
$100,000 Santa Anita Handicap which is to be run 
February 23 at Bay Meadows. Norman Church 
may enter Gallant Sir, Riskulus and Toro Nancy, 
according to announcement of officials of the Ar- 
cadian track. 


FOREIGN 


WINDSOR LAD’S PRICE 

HEN the Maharaja of Rajpipla recently sold 

his Derby winner Windsor Lad to H. M. 
Benson for 50,000 pounds, or approximately 
$250,000, he received the highest price ever paid 
for a race horse in training. The sale was with 
engagements, and was attended by two condi- 
tions—that the colt remain with his present 
trainer, Marcus Marsh, and that he stay in Eng- 
land at the end of his racing career. The only 
Thoroughbreds ever sold for larger prices were 
Call Boy ($300,000) and Tracery ($265,000). 
Each of these had finished his racing career when 
the purchase was made. 


HYPERION RETIRED. 

Lord Derby's Hyperion, winner last year of 
England's two greatest 3-year-old races, the 
Derby and the St. Leger, and undefeated as a 
83-year-old, has been scratched from all engage- 
ment and retired to stud. 


LAVERNE FATOR, who brought in 28 winners last 
year but has not had a mount this season, is now 
at Saratoga, with some intention of becoming a 
trainer.

Seven years ago the first 3-year-old to win the 
Ebor Handicap since 1898 came charging over 
the final furlong of the punishing mile and three- 
quarter route, with an untried 16-year-old jockey 
astride him, and headed Lord Astor’s Poet in the 
last yards. The winner was Cap-a-Pie, a gelding 
by Gay Crusader—Trestle which had won five 
races in three weeks earlier in the season. Cap-a- 
Pie went on to win at 4, 6, 7, 8 and 9, but always 
in cheaper races. June 26 this year he finished a 
hopeless last in the Stayers’ Selling Handicap at 
Folkestone, and was put up at auction after the 
race. In the crowd was Tommy Weston, first 
jockey to Lord Derby, who had ridden the old 
gelding to most of his triumphs. He bid 25 
guineas, had Cap-a-Pie painlessly destroyed. 

A few days later Lord Derby met Weston in 
the paddock at Sandown Park, praised him for 
the act, refunded the 25 guineas.
